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Attractions Amphoe Non Sang 


Ban Kut Kho Moei and Ban Kut Kwang Soi are the sites 
where articles, utensils, and ancient and art objects were excavated, 
The pottery here is similar to that of Ban Chiang. Routes to the two 
sites are as follows 
1. Ban Kut Kho Moei Archaeological Site is located in 
Tambon Kut Du, Amphoe Non Sang on the Nong Bua Lam Phu 
- Non Sang route, Highway 2146. It is around 36 km from the town 
of Nong Bua Lam Phu to Ban Nong Waeng, and turn left for 
another 5 km, Alternatively, the site is accessible by bus on the 
Nong Bua Lam Phu - Non Sang route. 

2. Ban Kut Kwang Soi Archaeological Site is on the same 


route to the former one, but turn right after Ban Nong Waeng for 





another 7 km. 


Phu Kao Phu Phan Kham National 





Phu Kao - Phu Phan Kham National Park features 
the range of mountains stretching from north to south 
and separating Nong Bua Lam Phu province from 
Khon Kaen province. Phu Phan Kham is a mountainous 
ine to the east of the Phong River, overlooking 
beautiful scenery of the lake of the Ubol Ratana Dam. 
The rear of the dam serves as a breeding site of fish and a famous 
fishing venue. Phu Kao is a complex mountain with an abundance 


of forests and wildlife. There are caves, waterfalls, numerous rocky 





grounds, and rocks in striking shapes with rock paintings of pre - 
historical humans' palms. Other places of interest include Wat Phra 
Phutthabat Phu Kao, human footprints, and traces of large dog paws 
relating to a folk tale "Phra Suphromwimokkha and the nine 
- tailed dog.' 

To get there : Take Highway 2146 to the Ban Sok Cha 


T-junction and turn left to follow the Ban Sok Chan - Ubol Ratana 





Dam route toward the park's headquarters. The total distance is around 
54 km. Alternatively, it is accessible by bus on the Si Bun Rueang - 
Ubol Ratana Dam route. 











a Hat Non Yao is a sandy beach

Dam in Amphoe Non Sang. It is around 5 km to the south of the town 
of Non Sang.

“Tham Suyannakhuha 


Tham Suwannakhuha is a cave located 
| in Wat Tham Suwannakhuha in Ban Khuha 
Phatthana Mu 7, Tambon Na Di. Inside are ancient objects and 
a stucco Buddha image seated in meditation built in the reign of King 
Chaiyachetthathirat of Vientiane. 

To get there : Take Highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu - Wang 
Saphung route) and turn right to follow Highway 2097 toward Amphoe 
Suwannakhuha. From Amphoe Suwannakhuha, follow Phra Chaiyachettha 
Road for around 1 km and turn right at the Ban Dong Yang Na Ta 


Laeo School for another 4 km. 


Phu Eha Ya Archaeological iSite 

Phu Pha Ya Archaeological Site is located to the north 
of Ban Na Charoen, Tambon Dong Mafai. It is a limestone 
mountain separated from the Phu Phan Range. There are 


many pre-historical cave paintings, including figures of 





humans and animals, and geometric patterns. Presumably, 
such paintings are dated back to 2,000 - 3,000 years, nearly of the same 
age as those at the Phu Phrabat Historical Park in Udon Thani. They 
also have similarity to the ones at Pha Lai in Kwangsi Province in China. 

To get there : Follow the same route to Amphoe Suwannakhuha 
and take a local bus on the Amphoe Suwannakhuha - Ban Na Charoen 
route. A further trip can be made to the Phu Phrabat Historical Park in 


Amphoe Ban Phue, Udon Thani, which is on the same route.

Shrine of King Naresuan the Great, 
Phu Kao - Phu Phan Kham National Park,

Nong Bua Lam Phu is an ancient city with a long history 
of no less than 900 years old. Initially,it was a territory under the 
Kingdom of Si Sattanakhanahut (Vientiane), and called 'Mueang 
Nong Bua Lam Phu Nakhon Khueankhan Kapkaeobuaban.' 

In 1574, King Thammarachathirat and King Naresuan the 
Great led troops to attack the City of Lan Chang. King Naresuan 
had his troops stay by a lotus pond for a while before having 
smallpox which forced him to retreat. Therefore, the place is of 
historic importance. 


In 1767, under the reign of King Thon Buri, Phrawo Phrata 





the chief nobleman and some soldiers escaped from King Siribunsan 
of Vientiane to establish his own secure camp at the City of Nong Bua 
Lam Phu, called 'Khai Phrawo Phrata' or Phrawo Phrata Camp, of 





which a stone wall has been left on the Phu Phan Mountain nowadays, 
Then, the camp was invaded by the troops from Vientiane, which 
made the city deserted for a while. During the reign of King Rama III 
of the Rattanakosin era, Phra Pathumthewaphiban, the ruler of the City 
of Nong Khai, appointed Phra Witchayodom Kamutthakhet to rebuild 
the City of Khueankhan Kapkaeobuaban, and it was renamed 
'Kamutthasaiburiram,' as well as established as a chief city. 


In 1906, Phra Witchayodom Kamutthakhet passed away. 
King Rama V appointed Phra Wichankamutthakit to rule the city which 
was renamed 'Nong Bua Lam Phu.' In 1907, the city was officially 
given the status of district and called ‘Amphoe Nong Bua Lam Phu." 


Due to the government's policy on decentralisation for the 
benefits of administration, state services, public facilitation, local growth 
promotion, and national security, it was considered that Udon Thani 
province had a vast area with a large number of population. Thus, the 
province's five districts; namely, Nong Bua Lam Phu, Na Klang, Non 
Sang, Si Bun Rueang, and Suwafmakhuha, should be separated from 
Udon Thani's administration. The province of Nong Bua Lam Phu was, 
therefore, established and it was published in the Government Gazette, 
Vol. 110, Part 125, Special Issue, on 2 September 1993, effective from 
1 December 1993 onwards. This was a great joy for the people of 
Nong Bua Lam Phu. 


Nong Bua Lam Phu is the 76th province of Thailand, located 
on the plateau in the Northeast. It borders Udon Thani province to the 
north and the east, Khon Kaen province to the South, and Loei province 
to the west, and has an area of approximately 3,859.626 sq km. 


Geographically, there are plateau areas interspersed with lines 
of mountains to the east. Mountains and forests cover the areas from 
Amphoe Suwannakhuha to Amphoe Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu and 
the Phu Phan Range in Amphoe Non Sang bordering Khon Kaen province. 
All the areas feature a plateau which slopes down to Amphoe Na Klang 
and Amphoe Si Bun Rueang. These two districts are on a basin suitable 
for rice farming. 

Nong Bua Lam Phu has been divided into six administrative 
districts : Amphoe Nong Bua Lam Phu, Amphoe Non Sang (42 km), 
Amphoe Si Bun Rueang (33 km.), Amphoe Na Klang (35 km.), Amphoe 
Suwannakhuha, (65 km.) and Amphoe Na Wang (43 km).

) Wat Tham Klong Phen 


Wat Tham Klong Phen is a 
famous forest temple. The atmosphere 
here is shady and peaceful. In the cave, 
there is an ancient double-headed 

drum and Phra Phuttha Banthonnimit, the walking Buddha image carved 
in stone. The temple is where Luangpu Khao Analayo, a revered Buddhist 
monk and follower of Luangpu Man Phurithattathera, practised meditation 
until his death in 1983. Presently, there is a museum where the eight 
requisites and the wax sculpture of Luangpu Khao have been kept to 
be worshipped by Buddhists. The temple is located in Amphoe Mueang 
Nong Bua Lam Phu on Highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu - Udon Thani). 
It is around 13 km from the town of Nong Bua Lam Phu toward Udon 
Thani, and turn right for another 2 km. Alternatively, the temple can 
be reached by bus on the Nong Bua Lam Phu - Udon Thani route. 


King Naresuan the Great 


Monument and Shrine 






King Naresuan the Great Monument 
and Shrine were built as a memorial to the king. 
He marched an army to Nong Bua Lam Phu 
in 1574 when the Kingdom of Ayutthaya was 
a dependency of the Kingdom of Pegu, and the army was on the way 
to help the king of Pegu attack the Kingdom of Si Sattanakhanahut 
(Vientiane). However, King Naresuan had smallpox and, thus, was 
forced to return to the capital of Ayutthaya. The monument and shrine 
stand in the Nong Bua Public Park in front of the Mueang Nong Bua 
Lam Phu District Office. An annual celebratory fair and a ceremony to 
pay respect to and worship the spirit of the late king are held on 


25 January of every year. 








Namtok Thao To Forest K 








Namtok Thao To Forest Park is located on the 
Nong Bua Lam Phu - Udon Thani Road or Highway 
210, It is around 3 km from the town of Nong Bua 
: Lam Phu. This recreational place is shady with trees 
of various species, and dotted with boulders having striking shapes. The 
"Pu Lup' Spirit Shrine in the nearby area is a place which gains faith 


and worship of the people of Nong Bua Lam Phu and from travellers.

Po Thueang (Indian hemp) can be seen. Tour rafts with a steering wheel, 
a unique invention by local wisdom, and food are available. 

To get there : Take the highway from Nong Bua Lam Phu to 
Na Klang and turn right to Ban Sa Kaeo for around 20 km. 


Ban Kut Hae Silk Weaving 






This is a centre of excellent OTOP silk 
products. It is strongly recommended 
for silk admirers to see silk in different 
Khit patterns, such as Lai Dok Phikun, 
Lai Hua Nak, Lai Kunchae Chin, and Lai Inthawa. 

To get there : Take Highway 210 (Udon Thani - Loei) from 
Nong Bua Lam Phu town to the Na Klang District Office for around 
35 km. Then, go further to Ban Nong Dan for 2 km and turn right to 


Ban Kut Hae for around 3 km 


It is a temple on an area of 100 rai 

of land. Interesting things here include 

the Lord Buddha's footprint, and eight groups of ancient boundary stones 
with inscriptions and carving in a unique style. 

To get there : Take Highway 210 (Udon Thani - Loei) to the 

Municipality of Tambon Na Klang and turn left for approximately another 

1.5 km. 









Attractions Amphoe Na Wang 


It is a cave on the outstanding 
granite mountain on the Udon Thani 
- Loei highway. This very beautiful viewpoint overlooks the overall 
scenery of Amphoe Na Wang. The beauty of nature can be seen in 
the cave. There is also an abyss awaiting explorers. 

To get there : Take Highway 210 (Udon Thani - Loei). The 


cave is 40 km from the town of Nong Bua Lam Phu. 


Huai Pha Wang 


Reservoir. 






It is an important medium 
size reservoir. The place lies in 
a tranquil and relaxing atmosphere, 
There are rafis which are controlled by rope to go far in the middle 
of the reservoir, Tasty food is available for visitors and nature lovers. 
To get there : Take Highway 210 (Udon Thani - Loei). The 


reservoir is 45 km from the town of Nong Bua Lam Phu 


Tham Erawan 





Tham Erawan is a large cave. A flight 
of more than 600 stairs leads the winding 
way up from the foot of the hill to the mouth 
of the cave, A giant Buddha image in front 
of the cave can be sighted in the distance. 
Inside is a spacious chamber, which is 
referred in a folk tale of 'Nang Phom Hom,’ 
literally meaning a woman who has fragrant 
hair. There are very beautiful stalagmites and 
stalactites. The cave is located in Amphoe Na Wang on Highway 
210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu - Loei) at Km 13, about 45 km from the 
town of Nong Bua Lam Phu. Then, take a right turn from the main 
road for another 2 km. Alternatively, it can be reached by bus on 
the Nong Bua Lam Phu - Loei route.
